first day of December, eighteen hundred and twenty eight, the debt will bave been refus 
ced $65,331 48, and that but $76 000 will then remain to be liquidated In the commu: 
nication before referred to, 1 then gave it as my opinion, tbat by a due regard to economy 
and the improvement of the revenue laws, without any increase of the rates of taxation, 
the state debt might be entirely discharged by tbe year 1832 That calculation, now ap- 
pears fo have been more than well founded; for unless some unforeseen cause of increas.

therefrom, every such person on conviction, shall suffer tbe same punishment which is 
due to the crime with which be has charged or attempted to charge, or from which hs 
has discharged or attempted to discharge the other," &c. Previous provisions of the same 
act, prescribe the punishment.of death for certain felonies; then, according to the ection 
recited, a person may be punished with death for perjury or subornation of perjury in dis- 
charging or attempting to discharge another from a felony which is itself punishable with 
death It is to this part of tbe criminal Taw I invite tbe attention of tbe legislaturd The 
object of criminal law, ix a civilized country, is not cruelty or vengeance, but justice, aud 


the prevention of crimes, and to this end only, should all punishments be directed The 
crimes of perjury and subornatian of perjury, are infamous in their character and per- 
nicious in their consequences, anu should be severgly punished; but it 4s respectfully sug- 


gested whether the punishment of death, for those! crimes, are not 10 unusual and severe, 
gs to cause the feelings to revolt and shrink from jits enforcement, thereby defeating ths 
object and intention of the law ‘It is certainlyibetter for society, that laws shouid be 
mild, but fairly proportioned to the enormity of crimes and tbeir application certajn, than 
to have them disproportionately severe, aud their application uncertain.

‘The first i poses & 
fine ol $500 on any and every person who shall vend merchandize within tbe state] without 
license, the second, a fige af $100 on {hose who shall retail wines aud spiritous|liquours 
MORIA license 4 beg leave to suggest the propriety of so altering those parts of said acts, 
Which imposes a fine iu both instances, dhat tbe emount of-the fines may, in some de- 
Erer, be regulated by the important considerations, of the wealth or poverty of the viole 
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ior and the wilTulness or ETI of the offence. Tht operation of the present law 
is soivery unequal, that Ae often escape justice, and a violation of tlie laws, induced! 
sithdr by ignorance or inadvertence, or by the poorest retailer, is punished‘nd léss than 
the wilful perpetration of (he offence hy the most wealthy | 

The Militia laws of tHe |Stste, also call for some amendment, particularly, on the 
subject of the annual returns, required to be made, exbib'ting the military strength of 'tFa 
State <A compliance w ts requisition of the law, bas been neglected to a most inju- ` 
rious- extent, The quotas of arms furnished by the Uuiled States, to the respective 
tates, are proportioned, to the number of the Militia, as ascertained. by the annual ro- 
port$ made by ttetespective Adjutant Generals to the department of War; and as (be 
returns from this State, have nol usally, it is believed, exhibited more than one fourth of 
our Military strength, we have notreceived more than one fourth of the Public arms to 
which the State is entitled This consequence bas resulted to the State; from the om s« 
sion} oa the part of many of those, whose duty it is, to make to the Acjutant Gencral, 
the returns required of them by law. I therefore submit to the legislature. the propriety 
of èd amending the law, as to ensure full and complete aunvalieturnsto be made. Asthe 
law how stands, there is ro specific fine imposed for such offences, yet the importance of 
this Subject is at once manifest, and it becomes the more particularly so, when we con- 
side? that ours is a frontier State, and at all times liable to Indian depredations In fur. 
therance of this object, T would respectfully suggest the propriety of authorising by law, 
the printing of a number of copies of the Militia laws of the State. sufficient to supply ev- 
ery oficer, down to the commandants of companies; and that blank forms of the several: 
retutns, as are required by law to be made, be thereto attached. This plan would super- 
cedd the expensive one now required, of causing these forms to be annually printed and - 
distributed by the Adjutant General. : 

Ihe provision of the Militia law, passed at the last session of the General Assembly, 
requiring a board of Field officers to supply vacancies in Company officers, where a ma- 
jority of the menibers of a company fail to attend an election, is considered defective — 
‘The law does not point out the number of officers required to constitute a board, nor does 
jt prescribe the duties of the board, in making their returns of such officers as may be- 
thus} appointed i 

By an act of the 24th Janua: y 1827, Congress made it the duty of the President of the 
United States, to cause to be selected, by sections, the several townships of land hereto- 
fore secured by compact to this State, for the suppert of seminaries of learning. This 
selection not Having been made, a correspondence was opened, with the geueral gov- 
ernment, calling its: attention to the subject, which resulted in a request to me, to cnute 
the Selection of (iese jands to be made. Knowing as I did, that nearly all the bodies of 
first kate land in the State. had beer offered at public sale and the most valuable purchas- 
ed, dnd expecting furthermore, that the most desirable tracts of country, which had not 
as yét been offered for sale, would very shortly be brought into market, I immediately 
accepted the invitation and appointed commissioners to make the selections. The gentle- 
men| appointed, performed the duties assigned them, with a promptness highly creditable 
to themselves—to my entire satisfaction, and Ihave no hesitation in saying, in a manner | 
much to the interest of the state. To insure a selection of the best lands, remaining 
unsold, it became necessary to traverse and examine the whole extent of the State, from 
eslern boundary to New Madrid, as well as the country on the upper Mississippi— 
tbis was done at their own individual expense, (there being no appropriation,) and during 
à very inclement season of the year. f 

It is believed, that the govermaont of the United States are bound to defray the expens- * 
es incurred in making these selections, and the accounts were accordingly transmitted for 
payment; but it appears that no final decision has yet been made ‘This being the case, 
the ¢laims of the gentlemen whe acted as commissioners, for services, so meriforious to 
3 libéral compensation, so justly due them, should not, T think, depend on the contingen- 
cies of payment by the general government; I therefore recommend their claims to your 
most favorable consideration, and respectfully suggest the propriety of making an sppro- 
priation to meettbem The selection of these lands having been completed in the month 
of March last, I immediately caused a report to be made, to the Secretary of the Treasury 
of the United States, specifying the seventy two sections chosen The selections have 
beer] sanctioned by the general government and the lands reserved (rom sale A report

The commissioner of the permanent seat of government has the hon- 
or to lay before the General Assembly, the following report of his pro- 
ceedings in the business committed to his charge, and on which he has

Conformably to the provisions of the third section of an act con- 
cerning the permanent seat of government and for other purposes, ap- 
proved] January the first, 1827, he has caused the flat pait of the roof 
of the Governor's ‘house, to be covered with sheet lead, in a manner 
which he deems most permanent and best calculated to accomplish the 
object of thelegislature. He requests to say, however, that after hav- 
ing onge nearly completed the covering of the roof, the lead was blown 
off and very much injured. Repairing and replacing it has, of course, 
increased the expense much beyond what was anticipated. 

- He hasalso proceeded to have the lots on which the house is situated, 

nclosed in the manner prescribed by law; sown in grass and 
planted in trees. The season, however, has been so very dry, that the 
trees wearly all died, aud the grass has not succeeded well. He caus- 
ed thel little brick building to be erected, which was provided for in 
ihe seventh section of the act mentioned; and in pursuance of the 8ih 
section thereof, he caused stones to be placed in a permanent manner, 
at thejintersection of the principal streets. 

It may be proper to remark, that in procuring materials, and in 
causing these various descriptions of work to be done, he luoked to the 
evjeci and intention of the legislature, and at the same time to the 
strictest economy. Notwithstanding this, the expenses have swelled 
beyond the amount supposed necessary. |Me has the honor 
herewith to submit the accompanying vouchers, marked (AJ and (B.) 
marked (A,) amounting tq the sum of $959 15 1-2 have been 
paid.| Those marked (B,) aud amounting to $1037 95 have not been 
paid,|there being no appropriation to meet them.
